Joe 
Adonis, Meyer Lansky and some 
others, Vito Genovese is regarded 
by some underworld sources as the 
real No. I boss of crime and rackets. 


In the opinion of these sources, 
Genovese even outranks Costello, 
who often has been described as 
“the prime minister of the under­ 
world.”

The principal prosecution witness, 
whose testimony could not be cor­ 
roborated, was Ernest Rupolo, alias 
The Hawk, an admitted professional 
killer. 


Judge Samuel Leibowitz, who once 
tried Genovese for murder and who 
now is in charge of the Brooklyn 
grand 
jury 
investigating 
police 
graft and gambling, says: 
“ I have heard that Genovese is 
probably the most powerful single 
figure in the crime picture in Amer­ 
ica today,” 
District Attorney Miles McDonald 
of Brooklyn, who prosecuted Geno­ 
vese on the murder charge, says 
♦ hat he has heard the same thing, 
but adds that of course he has no 
way of proving it. 
The man with this fearsome re­ 
putation at present is living in quiet 
“ retirement” in Atlantic Highlands, 
N. J., as a gentleman chicken farm­ 
er. 
His 
“estate” 
reportedly 
cost 
Genovese $40,000. 
In other years, when he was pre­ 
sumably 
more 
active, 
Genovese 
maintained a luxurious apartment 
in .sedate Washington Square, New 
York City. 
If Genovese’s professional reputa­ 
tion is all that they say it is. he has 
led a remarkably charmed life. 
His record from 1920 to 1944, ac­ 
cording to Department of Justice 
files, shows ll arrests on such as­ 
sorted charges as assault, murder, 
burglary, 
disorderly conduct 
and 
unlawful hight. 
But he escaped 
them all with “no disposition” or 
only light fines. 
It is not. known now how much 
evidence the Senate Crime Investi­ 
gating Committee has on Genovese, 
but underworld witnesses from all 
sections of the country, testifying 
on interstate crime operations, have 
said that they either Jpiew Geno­ 
vese or knew his reputation. 
In 1944 Genovese was indicted in 
Brooklyn for a murder committed in 
1934. Tile victim 
was Ferdinand 
Boccia, known as The Shadow, a 
comparatively minor gambler and 
swindler. 
When 
the indictment was re­ 
turned Genovese had fled to his 
native Italy where, during the war. 
he turned up on the staff of the 


The Hawk testified that he and 
others were engaged to kill Boccia 
and another designated victim, W il­ 
liam Gallo.

The Hawk undertook the Gallo 
I job. but bungled it, he said. At the 
first attempt his gun failed to go 
off. On the next he shot Gallo in 
the head.

But Gallo lived to testify against 
The Hawk, who was sentenced to s 
j long term for attempted murder. 
Describing the scene at an ob­ 
scure Manhattan restaurant where 
the alleged murder plot was hatch­ 
ed. The Hawk testified that he met 
Genovese there. 
Kenovese was introduced to him, 
the witness said, as “Don Vitone,’ 
meaning, he explained “The Great 
One.” 
Genovese, “ The Great One,” re­ 
portedly was one of the guests at 
the now famous charity dinner giv 
|en by Costello in January, 1949. at 
the Copacabana night club in New 
York.

Genovese reportedly received 
a 
royal welcome that night—one be­ 
fitting his reputed station in the 
I underworld The other guests at the 
j dinner included New York judge5 
' and sundry other public officials 
and politicians.

Success On Imports 


HOW TO 
KEEP WELL 


By Dr. Theodore R.Van Dellen

The problem of increasing imports to make them 
balance with exports has disappeared, for the time 
at least. It is reported that imports are beginning to 
exceed exports. There are both temporary and long- 
range reasons for this. There has been a steady cam­ 
paign, since the inception of the Marshall Plan, to 
build up the permanent Import trade. The war in Ko­ 
rea has increased the interest of American concerns 
in buying both materials and manufactured goods 
from foreign sources. War conditions also have caus­ 
ed some curtailment in the offerings of American 
goods for export, since there has been more demand 
for them on the domestic market. 
The last-named factor has already become seri­ 
ous enough to cause some concern for businesses which 
rely on foreign markets for disposal of a regular pro­ 
portion of their output. They foresee passible perman­ 
ent lass of some of this export market, just at the time 
when foreign trade is regaining its health, if foreign 
orders must be turned down for lack of goods. They 
also fear damage to the export trade if advantage is 
taken of the sellers market to tighten credit, raise 
prices or get rid of inferior merchandise. These fears 
are reasonable. 
The same fears also need to be applied to the 
domestic market. Americans will be no less unhappy 
than foreign buyers if sellers take advantage of them 
In the war market. Many businesses plan to allot avail­ 
able goods to the domestic and foreign markets on a 
quota system, in order to hold as much of both markets 
as possible. To save future uproars when it is discov­ 
ered that goods scarce here are being shipped abroad, 
business should carefully and fully explain how and 
why this is being done, for the long-range health of 
American business.

Life On Mars 
Is there life on Mars? This question has been 
asked at least since the last century when Giovanni 
Schiaparelli, an Italian astronomer, announced that 
he had found “canali” on Mars. The word really means 
“channels,” which wTouid indicate nothing as to their 
nature, but was generally rendered “canals,” which 
would imply the existence of intelligent builders. Ever 
since then, astronomers have battled over the habita­ 
bility of Mars, the leading proponents being Ameri­ 
can. Notable among them was the late Precival Low­ 
ell, whose observatory at Flagstaff, Arizona, benefited 
from an atmosphere of marvelous visibility. 
Nowt a newr summary of the world’s knowledge on 
the subject has been published, “The Planet Mars,” by% 
Gerard de Vaucouleurs, a French astronomer. He em­ 
phasizes the difficulties in the way of observation. He 
assumes that we shall never be able to see Mars 
through a good telescope as well as wTe can see the 
moon through good binoculars or even with the naked 
eye. There do appear, however, to be growing and re­ 
ceding ice caps at the poles, deserts, and some signs of 
vegetation. Vaucouleurs leaves the question opens as 
to whether there are canals, or whether these mark­ 
ings are merely hallucinations. He does list, however, 
the belief that the Martian atmosphere lacks oxygen. 
If intelligent beings do live there, as H. G. Wells and 
Orson Welles helped many to believe, they must be 
quite different from human beings. 
In 1956 Mars will be nearer the earth than it has 
been for many years. Perhaps the astronomers can 
then get some information.

New Blitzkrieg Idea 


The German campaigns of 1940 gave the English 
language a new* word, “blitzkrieg.” When the German 
armies conquered the Netherlands in four days and 
Denmark in one. and knocked over France as if it 
had been a rotten tree, they amazed the world 
with their achievements. The lack of effective re­ 
sistance on the part of the Allies was attributed 
to overwhelming enemy numerical superiority in guns 
and armor. 
This idea is now- debated. Writing in a professional 
military magazine, the Armored Cavalry Journal, 
Garrett Underhill makes the startling statement that 
the Germans had less than 2.800 tanks. The French 
alone had 3.600. and the British and tha B elg ian s 
added to this number. Moreover, he says the Allied 
tanks were more powerful in guns and armor. What 
gave the Germans their speedy victory was not the 
overwhelming mass of their tanks, but superiority 
In the three T’s, training, tactics and technique, to 
which spirit might be added, according to Underhill. 
Later. American Gen. George S. Patton. Jr.. showed 
that the blitzkrieg was no exclusive German property. 
He rolled over the Germans as they had done earlier 
in the war over the French and Belgians. The Russian 
advances in the last year of the war showed that they 
too had profited by the German lesson. 
The Nazi panzers were no secret weapon. They had 
been discussed for years in professional military jour­ 
nals. So too in the next war, if there is one. the chief 
weapon is likely to be something that all well in­ 
formed strategists know about. Success will be due 
to superior training for the average soldier, and 
superior employment of the weapons at hand. 


Taking The Temperature 
HE CLINICAL therm om eter is 
an instrum ent im portant to the 
physician because it designates 
w hether o r not fever exists. T he 
gadget is easy to use and comes in 
a convenient holder, sm aller th an 
the average pen or pencil. T his is 
in sharp contrast to th e large th e r­ 
m om eters of years ago wThich S ir 
L auder B runton hum orously com ­ 
pared to a gun carried under th e 
arm by physicians. 


T he history of th e therm om eter 
dates back to Sanctorius, who in ­ 
vented th e device late in th e 16th 
century. I t was used m ainly by 
physicists until 
after 
1867 when 
Clifford A llbutt designed a short 
and 
practical 
instrum ent. 
T h e 
therm om eter had been recom m end­ 
ed in illness long before th a t tim e 
but it was of little value because 
of th e size, th e length of tim e it 
took to register, and th e fact th a t 
only arm pit readings were possible. 


T he m odern instrum ent is a sm all 
glass tube, enlarged a t one end. I t 
contains m ercury w hich expands on 
contact w ith h ea t and rises in a 
graduated colum n to a height cor­ 
responding to the degrees of heat. 
O n the outside of th e tube, m anu­ 
facturers have etched a graduated 
scale beginning w ith 92 degrees and 
ending a t 108 degrees F. V ariations 
are common, depending upon th e 
brand. As a rule there is an arrow 
or special m ark to designate 98.6 
degrees F. T his is an arb itrary di­ 
viding line because in m ost cases 
figures above this level indicate 
fever. 


T he tem perature usually is taken 
by m outh; th e instrum ent is in sert­ 
ed ju st loelow th e tongue and th e 
lips are closed gently over th e glass 
tube. T he rectal tem perature w hich 
is one degree higher th a n the oral 
reading, gives more accurate read ­ 
ings and is preferred w ith infants, 
th e unconscious and delirious, and 
anyone who is coughing or having 
difficulty in breathing. If m alinger­ 
ing is suspected, rectal tem peratures 
are taken. Every physician has had 
experience w ith this situation; th e 
p atien t has a high tem perature but 
th e cause is not apparent. He looks 
well and feels cqoI, and all th e tests 
are norm al. B ut when th e therm o­ 
m eter is used by a nurse standing 
by the bedside, the level generally 
is norm al. T he m alingerer u ltim ate-, 
ly confesses and adm its rubbing th e 
end 
of 
the 
therm om eter briskly 
against th e sheets to create friction 
or placing the device against a hot 
w ater bottle or in 
w arm w ater. 
M any m alingerers are young girls 
who thrive on the atten tio n they 
are receiving from th e ir fam ily and 
friends; 
other 
m alingerers 
are 
adults who enjoy being hospitalized. 


T herm om eters 
are 
fragile 
and 
easily broken. T hey should be kept 
In a hard case and protected by 
cotton. They are readily cleansed 
w ith soap and cool w ater; h o t w ater 
breaks them . 
Elevations 
in 
tem perature 
are 
n o t always caused by disease. R ead­ 
ings above 98.6 degrees are not u n ­ 
usual after exercise, eating, or em o­ 
tional excitem ent. False “fevers” are 
obtained after drinking w arm w ater 
or eating hot food. In th e absence 
of a therm om eter the hand is an 
excellent substitute: experts can tell 
a difference of one-half a degree 
and alm ost all of us have no diffi­ 
culty in detecting fever by feeling 
the forehead.

There may be scarcities of materials and of man­ 
power. the military services may not be as big as 
some might wish and the weapons not as potent as 
could be desired, but there is one element of de­ 
fense in which the nation now surpasses the peak 
period of World War II. There are more defense em­ 
ployes in the fabulous Pentagon Building in Wash­ 
ington—27,500 of them—than there ever were during 
the war.

Congressm an A r­ 
th u r M iller of N ebraska, him self a 
doctor, told the com m ittee th a t th e 
m ink growers of Illinois had fed

poultry so treated to their m ink, 
only to have them become sterile. 
As a result, C anada prohibits the 
use of stilbesterol pellets in feeding 
poultry, Dr. F ran k lin C hurch Bing, 
chairm an of the Chem ical C om m it­ 
tee of the A m erican Public H ealth 
Association told the congressm en. 
Gives Dogs Fits

W ASHINGTON 
ECRETARY of Defense George 
M arshall and U nder-Secretary 
R obert Lovett are now engaged 
in the H erculean task of trying 
to save a full $15 billion a year in 
defense expenditures. The M arshall- 
Lovett goal is to reduce the level 
of defense spending from the colos­ 
sal $55 billion a year currently pro­ 
jected to $40 billion and perhaps 
less. 
T his 
is 
economy, 
and 
with 
a 
vengeance. B ut it is economy of a 
very different sort from the “econ­ 
omy” of 
the 
unlam ented 
Louis 
Johnson. The difference is really 
very* simple. The Johnson program 
was based on the delusion th a t any 
substantial increase in m ilitary ex­ 
penditures would alm ost instantly 
cause the Am erican economic struc­ 
ture to come apart like the one- 
hoss-shay. Thus the whole em phasis 
in the Defense D epartm ent was on 
holding spending to the arbitrary 
Johnson lim it, rath er th a n on pro­ 
viding the com bat potential needed 
for survival. 
Lovett and M arshall, by contrast, 
have now p u t the horse in front 
of the cart. They have asked first 
w hat 
com bat 
power 
the 
U nitea 
States m ust have. They have ac­ 
cepted the answ er—a tw enty-divi­ 
sion Army, an Air Force expanded 
as rapidly as possible toward 30 
groups, a Navy in a state of war 
readiness, with a m uch more power­ 
ful air arm and m arine force. Only 
when this was established did the 
M arshall-Lovett team take a good, 
hard look a t the price in men and 
money. And as a result of this good 
hard look, they have dem anded th at 
the same com bat power be delivered 
with substantially fewer men and 
$15 billion less in money. 
Induced A Neurosis 
The fact is th a t the Johnson pro­ 
gram . because it was based on a 
delusion, induced a sort of neurosis 
in the m ilitary. Every responsible 
m ilitary 
planner 
was 
perfectly 
aware, long before Korea, th a t the 
com bat power of the United States 
was totally inadequate in view of 
the world * situation. But the idea 
th at the economic survival of the 
United S tates was a t stake had 
been do drilled into them , th a t even 
after Korea, the first estim ate of 
requirem ents was held to $18 bil­ 
lion. 
It was not until about the be­ 
ginning of August th at the m ilitary 
chiefs suddenly woke up 
to the 
fact th at money was no longer the 
first consideration. T hen the neu­ 


rosis began, as it were, to work in 
reverse. 
It 
was 
then 
th a t w hat 
has since become known as “O per­ 
ation Paperclip" began. Every con­ 
ceivable 
pet 
project, which 
had 
hitherto been no more th an a gleam 
in some frustrated general officer’s 
eye, was hastily unearthed, dusted 
off, and approved. Cost estim ates 
m ounted as if jet-propelled, to the 
$55 billion-a-year level, to support 
a m ilitary establishm ent of over 3.- 
000.000 m en. 
Now M arshall and Lovett have 
dem anded 
an 
end 
to “O peration 
Paperclip" and a completely new 
start. The nature 
of the problem 
which confronts them is illustrated 
by the row now smouldering be­ 
tween the Air Force and the Army. 
As the Army is now organized, a 
tw enty-division ground force would 
m ean an arm y of about a million 
and a half men, or h alf the con­ 
tem plated total force. And because 
the Army, w hich has been living or. 
its W orld W ar II fat, m ust be re ­ 
equipped alm ost from scratch, this 
in turn would m ean th a t the Army 
would 
take 
upw ards 
of half the 
M arshall-Lovett $40 billion budget. 


K rem lin H a s Big P o ten tia l 
W ith the navy taking its share 
of the rem ainder, this would leave 
neither enough money nor enough 
men for a rapid build-up towards 
an Air Force of a t least 90 groups, 
which all authorities agree is now 
essential 
to 
American 
security. 
Moreover. Air Force men angrily as­ 
sert. during the period of m ounting 
danger which confronts the W est­ 
ern alliance, the K rem lin, with a 
m obilization potential of 300 divi­ 
sions, is not going to be deterred 
from adventures by a tw enty-divi­ 
sion American -rm y. The K rem lin 
will be deterred, if at all, by crush­ 
ing American strategic air superi­ 
ority.

More Sweeping Controls 
Are Likely In U. S. Soon

W ASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — T he 
mood of W ashington often ftiifts 
w ith the winds of international a f­ 
fairs. Ju st now there is apprehen­ 
sion and genuine fear th a t the C hi­ 
nese Com m unists, w ith Soviet con­ 
nivance, m ay be trying to s ta rt a 
large-scale w ar in the F ar East. 
A short tim e ago, when it looked 
as if the N orth K orean opposition 
was being mopped up by the U. N. 
military’ forces, there was some con­ 
cern here lest the arm am ent pro­ 
gram become bogged down through 
complacency. 
T he governm ent as yet has not 
succeeded in im pressing upon the 
country th a t a long-range rearm a­ 
m ent program is in process w hich 
m ust necessarily cu t back goods for 
civilian use and take m ore and m ore 
raw’ m aterials for m ilitary purposes. 
Decisions Postponed 
T he 
political 
cam paign 
w hich 
ended last week caused the post­ 
ponem ent of m any decisions th a t 
are involved in the conversion of 
the peacetim e economy to a new 
p attern. 
T here is one difference, however, 
between 1940 and the present p er­ 
iod. In this instance, m ore tim e is 
being given for adjustm ent—more 
tim e for individual producers to a r­ 
range for the allocation of their 
supplies. 
B ut this very effort to do the job 
in a m ore orderly way th an before 
is bringing its com plications. I t is 
obvious th a t the idea of letting each 
seller of a product in sh o rt supply 
determ ine how’ m uch he w’ill give to 
particular custom ers will inevitably 
raise a howl from those who are no t 
getting 
the 
am ounts 
they w ant. 
Those businesses which are engag­ 
ing in w ar work for the first tim e 
will be com plaining if they find 
them selves up against a discrim in­ 
atory situation because they happen 
n o t to have established relations 
w ith suppliers. 
Predictions are being m ade th a t 
th e w artim e m ethod of allocation, 
such as the “controlled m aterials 
plan," will have to be applied by the 
m iddle of next year, if not sooner. 
W hat is happening, of course, is 
th a t the basis for a peacetim e sys­ 
tem of control has n o t been laid by 
th e 
international 
situation. 
T he 
fluctations in the headlines m ake 


the problem m ore and m ore difficult 
daily. 
Plainly 
the 
P resident will 
have to call in the R epublican and 
Dem ocratic

soon and, after an agreem ent is 
reached as to the size of the m ili­ 
tary program , the essential facts 
will have to be given to th e country. 
Already there are industrial lay­ 
offs due to shortages of m aterials.

m ent or by private industry in such 
a way as to avoid these gaps. Some 
deflationary influences will set in 
even as m ore inflationary influences 
are a t work. 
Affect Employment Picture 
I t is significant th a t the cost-of- 
living index is receding slightly, an d 
this m ay apply a re strain t on th e 
dem ands for wage increases w’hictt 
in them selves have been adding to 
the inflationary spiral. 
B ut it is growing m ore and m ore 
ap p aren t every day th a t th e short­ 
ages of m aterials and th e tig h ten ­ 
ing of credit are directly and in ­ 
directly affecting the em ploym ent 
picture. W hile m uch of the iche 
m anpow er will be absorbed, th ere 
is always the geographical factor— 
new’ businesses w ith defense orders 
do not arise in th e very localities 
w’here th e layoffs occur. Home-owm- 
ers do n o t move to other areas in ­ 
stantaneously. 
U nquestionably in a few weeks

The New York Pattern 


NUMBER of correspondents 
have asked me to explain th e 
curiosities of th e New York 
election w here a R epublican 
is elected governor, a D em ocrat to 
th e U nited S tates Senate, and an 
independent m ayor of th e city. I t 
apparently 
form s 
no 
p attern 
-o 
those who live elsewhere. 
F irst of all. New York City is as 
large in population as some E urop­ 
ean nations. Among its 8.000.000 in ­ 
h ab itan ts are 350.000 P uerto R icans; 
600.000 Negroes; m ore Jew s th a n in 
Israel; nearly as m any Italian s as 
in Rome. 
These folks are at various stages 
of assim ilation. In my youth, the 
G erm ans were a group apart, but 
they seem to have disappeared as 
such. T here is no such thing as a 
G erm an vote. T h a t is fast becoming 
true of th e Irish, who are no longer 
separatist 
in 
th eir attitude. 
The 
Italians, on th e other hand, are in 
a mood to fight for recognition. 


While Fiorcllo LaGuardia was 
generally regarded as the first 
Italian to rise in New York 
politics and to overcome the 
lead of the Irish, he was actual­ 
ly a man of so mixed an origin 
and so varied a personality that 
lie stands out an exception, llis 
father was an 
Italian 
band­ 
master with the American Army 
in Arizona; his mother was a 
Venetian Jewess; his wife was 
of German origin. The “Little 
Flower" seems to have spoken 
all languages and to have been 
a part of all cultures. He was 
first sent to Congress from an 
Italian district that was soon 
infiltrated by Negroes and is 
now 
Puerto 
Rican. He could 
speak Yiddish like a Warsaw 
Jew and Serbian like a Yugo­ 
slav. Not a Catholic, he was 
really outside Italian culture; a 
Protestant, he was outside Jew - 
ish culture. Yet. he belonged to 
all 
these 
peoples 
and 
many 
others. Maybe that is why he 
was so confused that he was a 
Republican socialist. 


In the recent election, three Ita l­ 
ians ran for m ayor All of them had 
been born in Italy. Each of them 
had achieved im portant public of- 
lices. Two were T am m any Demo­ 
crats: one a liberal Republican. 
In New York City, it is difficult 
to hold political parties together. 
Phe city is really a congeries of 
sm all 
neighborhoods 
which 
vary 
greatly. For Instance, the district in 
which I live used to be Republican 
and in it lived quite w ell-to-do peo­ 
ple like Charles M. Schwab, whose 
palace has just been turned into a 
tenem ent. Now this district is large­ 
ly Jew ish—in fact, one ol th e m ost 
Jewish districts on the island of 
M anhattan w ith a large body of 
recent 
refugees. 
Also 
Spanish- 
A m encans of the middle class have 


w hich m ust be done, and only sec­ 
ond. the men and dollars required 
to do the job, the answ er they are 
dem anding represents true, rath er 
than false, economy. 
Yet one thing m ore needs to be 
said. W ith Com munist China now

Korea, any fool can see th at a third 
world war is a t least possible.

T he professional labor leader In 
New York operates politically and 
openly.

He also 
attaches no strings, but by constant 
activity, by widespread public re ­ 
lations, and th e free expenditures 
ol money, he brings a terrifying 
pressure upon am bitious public of­ 
ficials. It is a curious place.

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Success On Imports 


The problem of increasing imports to make them 
balance with exports has disappeared, for the time 
at least. It is reported that imports are beginning to 
exceed exports. There are both temporary and long- 
range reasons for this. There has been a steady cam­ 
paign, since the inception of the Marshall Plan, to 
build up the permanent import trade. The war in Ko­ 
rea has increased the interest of American concerns 
in buying both materials and manufactured goods 
from foreign sources. War conditions also have caus­ 
ed some curtailment in the offerings of American 
goods for export, since there has been more demand 
for them on the domestic market. 
The last-named factor has already become seri­ 
ous enough to cause some concern for businesses which 
rely on foreign markets for disposal of a regular pro­ 
portion of their output. They foresee passible perman­ 
ent lass of some of this export market, just at the time 
when foreign trade is regaining its health, if foreign 
orders must be turned down for lack of goods. They 
also fear damage to the export trade if advantage is 
taken of the sellers market to tighten credit, raise 
prices or get rid of inferior merchandise. These fears 
are reasonable. 
The same fears also need to be applied to the 
domestic market. Americans will be no less unhappy 
than foreign buyers if sellers take advantage of them 
in the war market. Many businesses plan to allot avail­ 
able goods to the domestic and foreign markets on a 
quota system, in order to hold as much of both markets 
as possible. To save future uproars when it is discov­ 
ered that goods scarce here are being shipped abroad, 
business should carefully and fully explain how and 
why this is being done, for the long-range health of 
American business.

Life On Mars 


Is there life on Mars? This question has been 
asked at least since the last century when Giovanni 
Schiaparelli, an Italian astronomer, announced that 
he had found “canali” on Mars. The word really means 
“channels,” which would indicate nothing as to their 
nature, but was generally rendered “canals,” which 
would imply the existence of intelligent builders. Ever 
since then, astronomers have battled over the habita­ 
bility of Mars, the leading proponents being Ameri­ 
can. Notable among them was the late Precival Low­ 
ell, whose observatory at Flagstaff, Arizona, benefited 
from an atmosphere of marvelous visibility. 
Now a new summary of the world’s knowledge on 
the subject has been published, “The Planet Mars,” by% 
Gerard de Vaucouleurs, a French astronomer. He em­ 
phasizes the difficulties in the way of observation. He 
assumes that we shall never be able to see Mars 
througli a good telescope as well as we can see the 
moon through good binoculars or even with the naked 
eye. There do appear, however, to be growing and re­ 
ceding ice caps at the poles, deserts, and some signs of 
vegetation. Vaucouleurs leaves the question opens as 
to whether there are canals, or whether these mark­ 
ings are merely hallucinations. He does list, however, 
the belief that the Martian atmosphere lacks oxygen. 
If intelligent beings do live there, as H. G. Wells and 
Orson Welles helped many to believe, they must be 
quite different from human beings. 
In 1956 Mars will be nearer the earth than it has 
been for many years. Perhaps the astronomers can 
then get some information.

New Blitzkrieg Idea 


The German campaigns of 1940 gave the English 
language a new word, ‘'blitzkrieg.” When the German 
armies conquered the Netherlands in four days and 
Denmark in one. and knocked over France as if it 
had been a rotten tree, they amazed the world 
with their achievements. The lack of effective re­ 
sistance on the part of the Allies was attributed 
to overwhelming enemy numerical superiority in guns 
and armor 
Tills idea is now debated. Writing in a professional 
military magazine, the Armored Cavalry Journal, 
Garrett Underhill makes the startling statement that 
the Germans had less than 2.800 tanks. The French 
alone had 3.600, and the British and tho Belgians 
added to this number. Moreover, he says the Allied 
tanks were more powerful in guns and armor. What 
gave the Germans their .speedy victory was not the 
overwhelming mass of their tanks, but superiority 
In the three T’s, training, tactics and technique, to 
which spirit might be added, according to Underhill. 
Later. American Gen. George S. Patton. Jr., showed 
that the blitzkrieg was no exclusive German property. 
He rolled over the Germans as they had done earlier 
in the war over the French and Belgians. The Russian 
advances in the last year of the war showed that they 
too had profited by the German lesson. 
The Nazi panzers were no secret weapon. They had 
been discussed for years in professional military jour­ 
nals. So too in the next war. if there is one. the chief 
weapon is likely to be something that all well in­ 
formed strategists know about. Success will be due 
to superior training for the average soldier, and 
superior employment of the weapons at hand.

Pentagon Abundance 


There may be scarcities of materials and of man­ 
power, the military services may not be as big as 
some might wish and the weapons not as potent as 
could be desired, but there is one element of de­ 
fense in which the nation now surpasses the peak 
period of World War II. There are more defense em­ 
ployes in the fabulous Pentagon Building in Wash­ 
ington—27,500 of them—-than there ever were during 
the war. There are so many, in fact, that 1.600 new 
automobile parking spaces are needed to serve the 
building. 
There is parking space for 6.700 cars, and this was 
enough during the war. Then, the number of cars 
driven to the Pentagon as well as elsewhere was re­ 
duced by scarcity of gasoline. Apparently one short­ 
age Americans need never fear is shortage of govern­ 
ment employes.

Taking The Temperature 
T 


H E CLINICAL therm om eter is 
an instrum ent im portant to the 
physician because it designates 
w hether or not fever exists. The 
gadget is easy to use and comes in 
a convenient holder, sm aller th an 
the average pen or pencil. This is 
in sharp contrast to the large th er­ 
m om eters of years ago which Sir 
Lauder B runion humorously com­ 
pared to a gun carried under the 
arm by physicians. 


The history of the therm om eter 
dates back to Sanctorius, who in ­ 
vented the device late in the 16th 
century. It was used m ainly by 
physicists until 
after 1867 when 
Clifford A llbutt designed a short 
and 
practical 
instrum ent. 
T h e 
therm om eter had been recom m end­ 
ed in illness long before th a t tim e 
but it was of little value because 
of the size, the length of time it 
took to register, and the fact th a t 
only arm pit readings were possible. 


The m odern instrum ent is a small 
glass tube, enlarged a t one end. I t 
contains m ercury w'hich expands on 
contact w ith h eat and rises in a 
graduated column to a height cor­ 
responding to the degrees of heat. 
O n the outside of the tube, m anu­ 
facturers have etched a graduated 
scale beginning with 92 degrees and 
ending a t 108 degrees F. V ariations 
are common, depending upon the 
brand. As a rule there is an arrow 
or special m ark to designate 98.6 
degrees F. This is an arbitrary di­ 
viding line because in m ost cases 
figures above this level indicate 
fever. 


T he tem perature usually is taken 
by m outh; the instrum ent is insert­ 
ed just l>elow th e tongue and th e 
lips are closed gently over th e glass 
tube. The rectal tem perature which 
is one degree higher th an the oral 
reading, gives more accurate read­ 
ings and is preferred w ith infants, 
the unconscious and delirious, and 
anyone who is coughing or having 
difficulty in breathing. If m alinger­ 
ing is suspected, rectal tem peratures 
are taken. Every physician has had 
experience w ith this situation; the 
patient has a high tem perature but 
th e cause is not apparent. He looks 
well and feels c q o I, and all th e tests 
are norm al. B ut when the therm o­ 
m eter is used by a nurse standing 
by the bedside, the level generally

Harmonized Chickens Can Produce Sterile Humans; Americans Consume 
Dangerous Chemicals Daily; Industrialists Request Price Controls 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON—W hen 
you 
eat 
a chicken neck from a capon which 
has been fed on a certain kind of 
fattening hormone, you run the risk 
of becoming sterile. T his is one of 
th e findings of the House com m it­ 
tee to investigate the use of chem ­ 
icals in food products, which has 
been quitely probing the effect of 
all sorts of chemicals now artificial­ 
ly injected into our food. 
In the case of chicken necks, it 
was 
revealed 
th a t 
some 
poultry 
fanners use a horm one called stil- 
besterol to fatten chickens in a 
hurry. W hen injected in the neck, 
this horm one m akes an old rooster 
not only fa t but tender. 
Tile effect on the hum an being, 
if he eats the neck, however, can 
induce sterility. Congressm an A r­ 
th u r M iller of Nebraska, him self a 
doctor, told the com m ittee th a t the 
m ink growers of Illinois had fed 
chicken 
and 
turkey 
heads 
from 
poultry so treated to their mink, 
only to have them become sterile. 
As a result, C anada prohibits the 
use of stilbesterol pellets in feeding 
poultry, Dr. Franklin C hurch Bing, 
chairm an of the Chem ical Com m it­ 
tee of the American Public H ealth 
Association told the congressmen. 
Gives Dogs Fits 


The committee, headed by able 
Jam es J. Delaney, New York Demo­ 
crat, 
has 
heard 
testim ony 
from 
some of the nation’s top chemists, 
all of -whom urge the plugging of 
present loopholes in the Pure Food 
and Drug Act to prevent the use 
of harm ful chemicals. 
T heir 
testim ony 
revealed 
th at 
while some chemicals are harmless, 
others are so poisonous th at they 
produce ulcers, and even disinte­ 
grate the hum an teeth. 
One example of a dangerous food 
ingredient is 
agene, 
or nitrogen 
trichloride, a chemical used to age 
flour. Although used for more th an 
30 years, it was not until three 
years ago th a t an Erfellsh scientist 
proved 
the 
agene-treated 
bread 
produced epileptic fits iii dogs. In 
recent 
m onths, 
the 
use 
of 
this 
chemical has been discontinued but 
not until after millions of people 
had eaten it. 
The committee has developed a 
long list of dangerous chemicals— 
m any of them consumed daily. The 
list includes: 
1. M ineral Oil — Used in salad 
dressings and on popcorn as a sub­ 
stitute for nutritious fats was found 
to interfere with the absorption of 
oil-soluble vitam ins and generally 
upset the hum an digestive system. 
2. Monochloracetic acid—Used as 
a 
preservative 
tor wines and 
a 
number of food products. Its use 
iii an orange soft drink recently 
caused numerous illnesses. 
3. Dulcin—An artificial sweetener, 
used as a sugar substitute by dia­ 
betics and recently discovered to be 
toxic. 
Under our present pure food and 
drug laws, the government is not 
perm itted to take action against the 
use of chemicals until al lei 
the 
iood has been on the m arket: then 
only after protracted investigation 
and hearings. As a result, according 
to the scientists testifying before 
Congress, the American public has 
become a nation of experim ental 
guinea pigs. 
Congressman Delaney now 
pio- 
poses to have these chemicals nested 
before their use. not afteiw ard.

ECRETARY of Defense George 
M arshall and U nder-Secretary 
Robert Lovett are now engaged 
in the Herculean task of trying 
to save a full $15 billion a year in 
defense expenditures. The M arshall- 
Lovett goal is to reduce the level 
of defense spending from the colos­ 
sal $55 billion a year currently pro­ 
jected to $40 billion and perhaps 
less. 
T his is 
economy, and 
with 
a 
vengeance. But it is economy of a 
very different sort from the ‘‘econ­ 
omy” of 
the 
unlam ented 
Louis 
Johnson. Tile difference is really 
very* simple. The Johnson program 
was based on the delusion th at any 
substantial increase in m ilitary ex­ 
penditures would alm ost instantly 
cause the American economic struc­ 
ture to come apart like the one- 
hoss-shay. Thus the w'hole emphasis 
in the Defense D epartm ent was on 
holding spending to the arbitrary 
Johnson limit, rath er th an on pro­ 
viding the combat potential needed 
for survival. 
Lovett and M arshall, by contrast, 
have now put the horse in front 
of the cart. They have asked first 
w hat 
combat 
power 
the 
United 
States m ust have. They have ac­ 
cepted the answer—a tw enty-divi­ 
sion Army, an Air Force expanded 
as rapidly as possible toward 90 
groups, a Navy in a state of war 
readiness, with a much more power­ 
ful air arm and m arine force. Only 
when this was established did the 
M arshall-Lovett team take a good, 
hard look a t the price in men and 
money. And as a result of this good 
hard look, they have demanded that 
the same combat power be delivered 
with substantially fewer men and 
S15 billion less in money. 
Induced A Neurosis 
The fact is th a t the Johnson pro­ 
gram. because it was based on a 
delusion, induced a sort of neurosis 
in the m ilitary. Every responsible 
m ilitary 
planner 
was 
perfectly 
aware, long before Korea, th at the 
com bat power of the United States 
was totally inadequate in view of 
the world * situation. But the idea 
th at the economic survival of the 
United States was at stake had 
been do drilled into them, th at even 
after Korea, the first estim ate of 
requirem ents was held to $18 bil­ 
lion. 
It was not until about the be­ 
ginning of August th at the m ilitary 
chiefs suddenly woke up 
to the 
fact th at money was no longer the 
first consideration. Then the neu­ 


rosis began, as it were, to work in 
reverse. 
It 
was 
then 
th a t what 
has since become known as "O per­ 
ation Paperclip" began. Every con­ 
ceivable 
pet 
project, which 
had 
hitherto been no more than a gleam 
in some frustrated general officer’s 
eye. was hastily unearthed, dusted 
off, and approved. Cost estim ates 
mounted as if jet-propelled, to the 
$55 billion-a-year level, to support 
a m ilitary establishm ent of over 3.- 
000.000 men. 
Now M arshall and Lovett have 
demanded 
an 
end 
to "Operation 
Paperclip" and a completely new 
start. The nature 
of the problem 
which confronts them is illustrated 
by the row now smouldering be­ 
tween the Air Force and the Army. 
As the Arm} is now organized, a 
tw’enty-division ground force would 
m ean an arm y of about a million 
and a half men, or half the con­ 
tem plated total force. And because 
the Army, which has been living on 
its World W ar II fat, m ust be re ­ 
equipped alm ost from scratch, this 
in turn would mean th a t the Army 
would 
take 
upwards 
of half the 
M arshall-Lovett $40 billion budget. 
Kremlin Has Big Potential 
W ith the navy taking its share 
of the remainder, this would le a v e 
neither enough money nor enough 
men for a rapid build-up towards 
an Air Force of at least 90 groups, 
which all authorities agree is no* 
essential 
to 
American 
security. 
Moreover. Air Force men angrily as­ 
sert. during the period of mounting 
danger which confronts the W est­ 
ern alliance, the Krem lin, with a 
mobilization potential of 300 divi­ 
sions. is not going to be deterred 
from adventures by a tw enty-divi­ 
sion American a r m y . The Kremlin 
will be deterred, if at all. by crush­ 
ing American strategic air superi­ 
ority. 
The answer is suggested by a 
single 
set 
of 
figures. The Rec 
Army’s "divisional slice"—the num ­ 
ber of men in uniform required to 
m aintain a single Russian division 
in the field—is 22,000 men at war 
strength. The comparable American 
figure is well over 70,COO men. The 
same contrast applies equally, 
ii 
not more, in the case of the Air 
Force and the Navy. 
Obviously the answer is that all 
three services must deliver much 
m ore 
actual 
fighting 
power 
per 
m an 
committed 
and 
per 
dollar 
spent. This is precisely the answer 
which M arshall and Lovett are now 
sternly 
demanding. 
And 
because 
they have considered first, the job

B ut this very effort to do the job 
in a more orderly way th an before 
is bringing its complications. I t is 
obvious th a t the idea of letting each 
seller of a product in short supply 
determ ine how' m uch he will give to 
particular customers will inevitably 
raise a howl from those who are not 
getting 
the 
am ounts 
they want. 
Those businesses which are engag­ 
ing in war work for the first tim e 
will be complaining if they find 
themselves up against a discrim in­ 
atory situation because they happen 
n o t to have established relations 
w ith suppliers. 
Predictions are being m ade th at 
the w artim e m ethod of allocation, 
such as the "controlled m aterials 
plan,” will have to be applied by the 
middle of next year, if not sooner. 
W hat is happening, of course, is 
th a t the basis for a peacetime sys­ 
tem of control has not been laid by 
the 
international 
situation. 
The 
fluctations in the headlines make 


the problem more and m ore difficult 
daily. 
Plainly the President will 
have to call in the Republican and 
Democratic 
leaders 
of

soon and, after an agreem ent is 
reached as to the size of the m ili­ 
tary program , the essential facts 
will have to be given to the country. 
Already there are industrial lay­ 
offs due to shortages of m aterials.

^be made any less painful. 
The tru th is the U nited States 
doesn’t have an economy th a t can 
be m anaged either by the govern­ 
m ent or by private industry in such 
a way as to avoid these gaps. Some 
deflationary influences will set in 
even as more inflationary influences 
are a t work. 
Affect Employment Picture 
I t is significant th a t the cost-of- 
living index is receding slightly, and 
this may apply a restrain t on th e 
dem ands for wage increases w hich 
in themselves have been adding to 
the inflationary spiral. 
But it is growing more and more 
apparent every day th a t the short­ 
ages of m aterials and the tighten­ 
ing of credit are directly and in ­ 
directly affecting the em ploym ent 
picture. W’hile m uch of the idle 
manpower will be absorbed, there 
is always the geographical f a c to r - 
new' businesses w ith defense orders 
do not arise in the very localities 
where the layoffs occur. Home-own- 
ers do not move to other areas in ­ 
stantaneously. 
Unquestionably in a few weeks 
the m embers of Congress will be 
hearing 
from 
their 
constituents 
about the m anner in which controls 
are applied, and the problem will 
then be to find some more equitable 
system of allocation th an the m e­ 
thod now being used, where the 
producers make the decisions. So 
long as the com plaint are few in 
num ber, the present system will 
drift on but those who are fam iliar 
w ith wartim e experience say it is 
only a question of m onths when a 
m ore drastic and sweeping pattern 
of controls will have to be imposed.

It 
apparently

pattern 
to 
those who live elsewhere. 
F irst of all. New York City is as 
large in population as some Europ­ 
ean nations. Among its 8.000.000 in ­ 
h abitants are 350.000 Puerto Ricans; 
600.000 Negroes: more Jews th an in 
Israel: nearly as m any Italians as 
in Rome. 
These folks are at various stages 
of assim ilation. In my youth, the 
G erm ans were a group apart, but 
they seem to have disappeared as 
such. There is no such thing as a 
G erm an vote. T h a t is fast becoming 
true of the Irish, who are no longer 
separatist in their attitude. The 
Italians, on the other hand, are in 
a mood to fight for recognition. 


While Fiorello LaGuardia was 
generally regarded as the first 
Italian to rise in New York 
politics and to overcome the 
lead of the Irish, he was actual­ 
ly a man of so mixed an origin 
and so varied a personality that 
he stands out an exception. His 
father was an 
Italian 
band­ 
master with the American Army 
in Arizona: his mother was a 
Venetian Jewess: his wife was 
of German origin. The "Little 
Flower" seems to have spoken 
all languages and to have been 
a part of all cultures. He was 
first sent to Congress from an 
Italian district that was soon 
infiltrated by Negroes and is 
now 
Puerto 
Rican. Ile could 
speak Yiddish like a Warsaw 
Jew and Serbian like a Yugo­ 
slav. Not a Catholic, he was 
really outside Italian culture: a 
Protestant, he was outside Jew - 
ish culture. Yet. he belonged to 
all 
these 
peoples 
and 
many 
others. Maybe that is why he 
was so confused that he was a 
Republican socialist. 


In the recent election, three Ita l­ 
ians ran for mayor All of them had 
been born in Italy. Each of them 
had achieved im portant public of­ 
fices. Two were Tam m any Demo­ 
crats: one a liberal Republican. 
In New York City, it is difficult 
to hold political parties together. 
Die city is really a congeries of 
small 
neighborhoods 
which 
vary 
greatly. For instance, the district in 
which I live used to be Republican 
and in it lived quite well-to-do peo­ 
ple like Charles M. Schwab, whose 
palace lias just been turned into a 
tenem ent. Now this district is large­ 
ly Jew ish—in fact. one of the most 
Jewish districts on the island of 
M anhattan with a large body of 
lecent 
refugees. 
Also

Americans of the middle class have

Grand Coulee Will Start 
Filling Up In Few Months 


By HOWARD W\ BLAKESLEE ♦- 


COULEE DAM, Wash.—UP)—In a 
few months, for the first time in 
50,000 years, the huge Grand Coulee 
canyon, a dried-up course of the 
Columbia river, will start filling with 
water. 
The canyon will hold a lake 27 
miles long, two to five miles wide, 
ani up to 90 feet deep—the start 
for irrigating in the Big Bend coun­ 
try of Washington, 85 miles by 65, 
with a goal of 14,000 families where 
now there isn’t much but crumpled 
lava rock and sage brush. 
This project is an example of the 
curious and unpredictable events 
coming out of science. The idea 
started more than half a century 
ago. It was then visioned as divert­ 
ing part of the Columbia River into 
the Grand Coulee, a thousand foot 
high walled canyon the Columbia 
cut when glaciers dammed it in the 
last ice age. The river now flows 
hundreds of feet lower past this 
canyon mouth floor. 
Science figured a way to do the 
irrigation, not by diversion higher

Grand Coulee W ill Start 
Filling Up In Few Months

COULEE DAM, Wash.—UP)—In a 
few months, for the first time in 
50,000 years, the huge Grand Coulee 
canyon, a dried-up course of the 
Columbia river, will start filling with 
water. 
The canyon will hold a lake 27 
miles long, two to five miles wide, 
an i up to 90 feet deep—the start 
for irrigating in the Big Bend coun­ 
try of Washington, 85 miles by 65, 
with a goal of 14,000 families where 
now there isn’t much but crumpled 
lava rock and sage brush.

The problem of increasing import* to make them 
balance with exports ha^s disappeared, for the time 
at lea*!. It is reported th at imports are beginning to 
exceed exports. There are both temporary and long- 
range reasons for this. There has been a steady cam ­ 
paign, since the inception of the Marshall Plan, to 
build up the perm anent import trade. The war in Ko­ 
rea has increased the interest of American concerns 
in buying both materials and manufactured goods 
from foreign sources. War conditions also have caus­ 
ed some curtailm ent in the offerings of American 
goods for export, since there has been more demand 
for them on the domestic market. 
The last-nam ed factor has already become seri­ 
ous enough to cause some concern for businesses which 
rely on foreign markets for disposal of a regular pro­ 
portion of their output. They foresee passible perm an­ 
ent loss of some of this export m arket, just at the time 
when foreign trade is regaining its health, if foreign 
orders m ust be turned down for lack of goods. They 
also fear damage to the export trade if advantage is 
taken of the sellers m arket to tighten credit, raise 
prices or get rid of inferior merchandise. These fears 
are reasonable. 
The same fears also need to be applied to the 
domestic market. Americans will be no less unhappy 
than foreign buyers if sellers take advantage of them 
in the war market. Many businesses plan to allot avail­ 
able goods to the domestic and foreign markets on a 
quoTa system, in order to hold as much of both m arkets

Taking The Temperature 
T 


HE CLINICAL thermometer is 
an instrument important to the 
physician because it designates 
whether or not fever exists. The 
gadget is easy to use and comes in 
a convenient holder, smaller than 
the average pen or pencil. This is 
in sharp contrast to the large ther­ 
mometers of years ago which Sir 
Lauder Brunton humorously com­ 
pared to a gun carried under the 
arm by physicians. 
The history of the thermometer 
dates back to Sanctorius, who in­ 
vented the device late in the 16th 
century. It was used mainly by 
physicists until after 1867 when 
Clifford Allbutt designed a short 
and 
practical 
instrument. 
T h e 
thermometer had been recommend­ 
ed in illness long before that time 
but it was of little value because 
of the size, the length of time it 
took to register, and the fact that 
only armpit readings were possible. 
• — • — • 
The modern instrument Is a small 
glass tube, enlarged at one end. It 
contains mercury which expands on 
contact with heat and rises In a 
graduated column to a height cor­ 
responding to the degrees of heat. 
On the outside of the tube, manu­ 
facturers have etched a graduated 
scale beginning with 92 degrees and 
ending at 108 degrees F. Variations 
are common, depending upon the 
brand. As a rule there is an arrow 
or special mark to designate 98.6 
degrees F. This is an arbitrary di­ 
viding line because in most cases 
figures above this level indicate 
fever. 
The temperature usually is taken 
by mouth; the instrument is insert­ 
ed just below the tongue and the 
lips are closed gently over the glass 
tube. The rectal temperature which 
is one degree higher than the oral 
reading, gives more accurate read­ 
ings and is preferred with infants, 
the unconscious and delirious, and 
anyone who is coughing or having 
difficulty in breathing. If malinger­ 
ing is suspected, rectal temperatures 
are taken. Every physician has had 
experience with this situation; the 
patient has a high temperature but 
the cause is not apparent. He looks 
well and feels cqoI. and all the tests 
are normal. But when the thermo­ 
meter is used by a nurse standing 
by the bedside, the level generally 
is normal. The malingerer ultimate­ 
ly confesses and admits rubbing the 
end of the thermometer briskly 
against the sheets to create friction 
or placing the device against a hot 
water bottle or in warm water. 
Many malingerers are young girls 
who thrive on the attention they 
are receiving from their family and 
friends; 
other 
malingerers 
are 
adults who enjoy being hospitalized.

not always caused by disease. Read­ 
ings above 98.6 degrees are not un­ 
usual after exercise, eating, or emo­ 
tional excitement. False “fevers” are 
obtained after drinking warm water 
or eating hot food. In the absence 
of a thermometer the hand is an 
excellent substitute: experts can tell 
a difference of one-half a degree 
and almost all of us have no diffi­ 
culty in detecting fever by feeling 
the forehead.

Harmonized Chickens Can 
Produce Sterile Humans; Americans Consume 


Dangerous Chemicals Daily; Industrialists Request Price Controls 


--------------------------------------Says DREW PEARSON ------------------ --------- -- 


WASHINGTON—When you cat 
a chicken neck from a capon which 
has been fed on a certain kind of 
fattening hormone, you run the risk 
of becoming sterile. This is one of 
the findings of the House commit­ 
tee to investigate the use of chem­ 
icals in food products, which has 
been quitely probing the effect of 
all sorts of chemicals now artificial­ 
ly injected into our food. 
In the case of chicken necks, it 
was revealed that some poultry 
farmers use a hormone called stil- 
besterol to fatten chickens in a 
hurry. When injected in the neck, 
this hormone makes an old rooster 
not only fat but tender. 
The effect on the human being, 
if he eats the neck, however, can 
induce sterility. Congressman Ar­ 
thur Miller of Nebraska, himself a 
doctor, told the committee that the 
mink growers of Illinois had fed 
chicken and 
turkey heads from 
poultry so treated to their mink, 
only to have them become sterile. 
As a result, Canada prohibits the 
use of stilbesterol pellets in feeding 
poultry, Dr. Franklin Church Bing, 
chairman of the Chemical Commit­ 
tee of the American Public Health 
Association told the congressmen. 


Gives Dogs Fits 
The committee, headed by able 
James J. Delaney. New* York Demo­ 
crat. has heard testimony from 
some of the nation’s top chemists, 
all of wtiom urge the plugging of 
present loopholes in the Pure Food 
and Drug Act to prevent the use 
of harmful chemicals. 
Their 
testimony 
revealed 
that 
while some chemicals are harmless, 
others are .so poisonous that they 
produce ulcers, and even disinte­ 
grate the Human teeth. 
One example of a dangerous food 
ingredient is agene, or nitrogen 
ificliloride, a chemical used to age 
flour. Although used for more than 
30 years, it was not until three 
years ago that an Eif^lfeh scientist 
proved

Tile difference is really 
very* simple. The Johnson program 
was based on the delusion that any 
substantial increase in military ex­ 
penditures would almost instantly 
cause the American economic struc­ 
ture to come apart like the one- 
hoss-shay. Thus the whole emphasis 
in the Defense Department was on 
holding spending to the arbitrary 
Johnson limit, rather than on pro­ 
viding the combat potential needed 
for survival. 
Lovett and Marshall, by contrast, 
have now put the horse iii front 
of the cart. They have asked first 
what combat power the United 
States must have. They have ac­ 
cepted the answer—a twenty-divi­ 
sion Army, an Air Force expanded 
as rapidly as possible toward 90 
groups, a Navy in a state of war 
readiness, with a much more power­ 
ful air arm and marine force. Only 
when this was established did the 
Marshall-Lovett team take a good, 
hard look at the price in men and 
money.

Induced \ Neurosis 
Tile fact is that the Johnson pro­ 
gram. because it was based oil a 
delusion, induced a sort of neurosis 
iii the military.

was totally inadequate in view of 
the w orld * situation. But the idea 
that the economic survival of the 
United States was at stake had 
been do drilled into them, that even 
after Korea, the fir.>t estimate of 
requirements was held to $18 bil­ 
lion. 
It was not until about the be­ 
ginning of August that the military 
chiefs suddenly woke up to the 
fact that money was no longer the 
lir^t consideration.

rosis began, as it were, to work in 
reverse.

Cost estimates 
mounted as if jet-propelled, to the

Now Marshall and Lovett have 
demanded an end 
to “Operation 
Paperclip” and a completely new 
start. The nature of the problem 
which confronts them is illustrated 
by the row now smouldering be­ 
tween the Air Force and the Army. 
As the Army is now organized, a 
twenty-division ground force would 
mean an army of about a million 
and a half men, or half the con­ 
templated total force. And because 
the Army, which has been living on 
its World War II fat, must be re­ 
equipped almost from scratch, this 
in turn would mean that the Army 
would 
take upwards of half the 
Marshall-Lovett $40 billion budget. 
Kremlin Has Big Potential 
With the navy taking its share 
of the remainder, this would leave 
neither enough money nor enough 
men for a rapid build-up towards 
an Air Force of at least 90 groups, 
which all authorities agree is now 
essential 
to 
American 
security. 
Moreover. Air Force men angrily as­ 
sert. during the period of mounting 
danger which confronts the West­ 
ern alliance, the Kremlin, with a 
mobilization potential of 300 divi­ 
sions. is not going to be deterred 
from adventures by a twenty-divi­ 
sion American army. The Kremlin 
will be deterred, if at all, by crush­ 
ing American strategic air superi­ 
ority. 
The answer is suggested by a 
single 
set 
of 
figures. The Rec 
Army’s “divisional slice’’—the num­ 
ber of men in uniform required to 
maintain a single Russian division 
in the field—is 22,000 men at war 
.'trength. The comparable American 
figure is well over 70,000 men. The 
same contrast applies equally, ii 
not more, in the case of the Ail 
Force and the Navy. 
Obviously the answer is that all 
three services must deliver much 
more actual fighting power per 
man

which Marshall and Lovett are now 
sternly demanding.

WASHINGTON, NOV. 16. - The 
mood of Washington often stiifts 
with the winds of international af­ 
fairs. Just now there is apprehen­ 
sion and genuine fear that the Chi­ 
nese Communists, with Soviet con­ 
nivance, may be trying to start a 
large-scale war in the Far East. 
A short time ago, when it looked 
as if the North Korean opposition 
was being mopped up by tile U. N. 
military forces, there was some con­ 
cern here lest the armament pro- 
giam become bogged down through 
complacency. 
The government as yet has not 
succeeded in impressmg upon the 
country that a long-range rearma­ 
ment program is in process which 
must necessarily cut back goods for 
civilian use and take more and more 
raw materials for military purposes. 
Decisions Postponed 
The 
political 
campaign 
which 
ended last week caused tile post­ 
ponement of many decisions that 
are involved in the conversion of 
the peacetime economy to a new 
pattern. 
There is one difference, however, 
between 1940 and the present per­ 
iod. In this instance, more time is 
being given for adjustment—more 
time for individual producers to ar­ 
range for the allocator, of their 
supplies. 
But this very effort to do the job 
in a more orderly way than before 
is bringing its complications. It is 
obvious that the idea of letting each 
seller of a product in short supply 
determine how' much lie will give to 
particular customers will inevitably 
raise a howl from those who are not 
getting the amounts they want. 
Those businesses which are engag­ 
ing in war work for the first time 
will be complaining if they find 
themselves up against a discrimin­ 
atory situation because they happen 
not "to have established relations 
with suppliers. 
Predictions are being made that 
the wartime method of allocation, 
such as the “controlled materials 
plan,” will have to be applied by the 
middle of next year, if not sooner. 
What is happening, of course, is 
that the basis for a peacetime sys­ 
tem of control has not been laid by 
the 
international 
situation. 
Tile 
fluctations in the headlines make 


the problem more and more difficult 
dally. Plainly the President will 
have to call in the Republican and 
Democratic 
leaders 
of 
Congrc s 
soon and, after an agreement is 
reached as to the size of the mili­ 
tary program, tile essential facts 
will have to be given to the country. 
Already there are industrial lay­ 
offs due to shortages of materials. 
While the statisticians and the eco­ 
nomists can explain all this away by 
the statement that defense orders 
will be coming soon to take up the 
slack, the interim period will not 
%be made any less painful. 
The truth is the United States 
doesn’t have an economy that can. 
be managed either by the govern­ 
ment or by private industry in such 
a way as to avoid these gaps. Some 
deflationary influences will set in 
even as more inflationary influences 
are at work. 
Affect Em ploym ent Picture 
It is significant that the cost-of- 
living index is receding slightly, and 
this may apply a restraint on the 
demands for wage increases which 
in themselves have been adding to 
the inflationary spiral. 
But it is growing more and more 
apparent every day that the short­ 
ages of materials and the tighten­ 
ing of credit are directly and in­ 
directly affecting the employment 
picture. While much of the idle 
manpower will be absorbed, there 
is always the geographical factor— 
new' businesses with defense orders 
do not arise in the very localities 
where the layoffs occur. Home-own­ 
ers do not move to other areas in­ 
stantaneously. 
Unquestionably in a few w'eeks 
the members of Congress will be 
hearing 
from 
their 
constituents 
about the manner in which controls 
are applied, and the problem will 
then be to find some more equitable 
system of allocation than the me­ 
thod now' being used, where the 
producers make the decisions. Bo 
long as the complaint are few in 
number, the present system will 
drift on but those who are familiar 
with wartime experience say it is 
only a question of months when a 
more drastic and sweeping pattern 
of controls will have to be imposed.

have asked me to explain the 
TW curiosities of the New Yortt 
j | election where a Republican 
is elected governor, a Democrat to 
the United States Senate, and an 
independent mayor of the city.

First of all. New York City is as 
large in population as some Europ­ 
ean nations. Among its 8.000.000 in­ 
habitants are 350.000 Puerto Ricans; 
600.000 Negroes: more Jews than in 
Israel; nearly as many Italians as 
in Rome. 
These folks are at various stage 
of assimilation. In my youth, the 
Germans were a group apart, but 
they seem to have disappeared as 
such. There is no such thing a s a 
German vote. That is fast becoming 
true of the Irish, who are no longer 
separatist in their attitude. Tile 
Italians, on the other hand, are in 
a mood to fight for recognition.
